Kerns is the wife of an Air 
Force master sergeant. She 
started classes at BAC in 1995 
after her youngest child start- 
ed school. 

“I didn’t have a formal edu- 
cation,” she said. “I married 
young and we moved around a 
lot. We thought we would settle 
here, and I was ready to go to 
school.” — 

When she started, Kerns 
said, she felt “awkward and 
out of place.” 

“It was hard getting back 
into the swing of studies,” she 
said. “I was afraid I wouldn’t 
do well.” 

She graduated from BAC 
last year and was a speaker at 
the commencement exercises. 
She now is an elementary edu- 
cation major at McKendree 
College and would like to be a 
reading specialist. 

“I had a lot of help from the 


counseling department, and 
the instructors were very help- 
ful,” she said. “It’s very hard. I 
started out with just a couple 
of classes at a time. You have 
to juggle your kids’ school 
events, doctor’s appoint- 
ments.” 

‘Thomas, 37, is a computer 
engineering major at GCC. 

“My husband was severely 
injured at work, and the place 
that he worked at closed,” she 
said 

She enrolled at the school in 
1997 as a part-time student 
then became full time this 
year. Her husband also attends 
classes at GCC and is working 
on a degree in data processing. 
They have two daughters. 








“LINTEND TO ATTEND 
STUE in the fall of 2000 and 
pursue a bachelor’s degree in 
engineering,” she said. 

‘Thomas said coming back 
was somewhat frightening and 
that she was afraid she would 
not fit in. Instead, she found 
she was about “average” for 
students at the school: 

“You expect all these kids, 
then you see who you're in 
class with,” she said. “My 
grandmother takes classes 
here. 

“One of my daughter’s 
boyfriends sat next to me in 
my college algebra class, 
that’s kind of hard to deal 
with, too,” she added. “They 
broke up, and we got to be 
friends.” 

Although it took her a few 
weeks to “get back into 
things,” she has been able to 
keep up with her classes, fami- 
ly and school activities. 

Unlike many returning stu- 
dents, Thomas is very active _ 
at the school. 

“It’s very tricky juggling 
homework and the kids; they 
always have something to do,” 
she said. “It’s difficult.” 


SHE IS PRESIDENT OF 
the honor society, works in the 


counseling office and is a tutor. 


“My husband and I work 
everything out,” she said. 
“Both of my girls are in school, 
so we take classes during the 
day.” 

She said having school-age 
children can be difficult, but 
interesting. During the last 
semester, both she and her 
teen-aged daughter had chem- 
istry. 

“We studied together,” 
Thomas said. “It’s the weirdest 
thing at our house. We’ll all be 
sitting around the dining room 
table and we’ll be studying. 

“My 8-year-old thinks you 


go to school forever, you never 
get out,” she said, 

Lull, 33, went to a small 
Methodist college straight out 
of high school. 

“I left high school with 
great grades, then found out 
that my parents weren’t 
there,” he said. “The teachers 
and professors didn’t really 
push you. You had to set your 
own goals and be self-motivat- 
ed.” 

His grades “plummeted” 
and he left school. He was the 
host of a cable television show 
in Kansas City, Mo., for a few 
years, then became a flight 
attendant for Trans World 
Airlines. 

“I was hired as an instruc- 
tor at our training center,” he 
said. “One day in class I was 
standing there and I was 
teaching a class and it hit me 
that this is what I wanted to 


do.” 

Lull said he thought about it 
for some time, then started at 
GCC in 1998 majoring in ele- 
mentary education.

retired lieutenant colonel from 
Scott Air Force Base. 

“She went from BAC on to 
Edwardsville to get’ a bache- 
lor’s degree and is now work- 
ing on a master’s degree at 
Saint Louis University,” he 
said 

That is an unusual case 
though, he said. 

“I think more older people 
50 to 60 years old come back 
for enrichment,” he said. “A 
lot of people are being forced 
to come back and learn a little 
bit more about computers. We 
have a lot of little one-credit 
hour classes. Those are mostly 
adult returning students 
because most young people 
have had it in high school.” 

Another factor for returning 
students is the unemployment 
rate. 

“When unemployment is 
low, we don’t do as well 
attracting those people,” he 
said.“When unemployment is 
high that is great for us, 
because people are looking to 
come back and find ways to do 
things and get out there into 
the job market.”

1997, nearly killing her. 

Her court case also may have far-reaching 
implications for the industry involved in her 
dispute. 

A two-week product liability trial began last 
week in Madison County Circuit Court, 
presided over by Chief Associate Judge 
Randall Bono. 

Stayduhar, of Glen Carbon, filed suit 
against several parties in connection with the 
April 16, 1997, accident along Lllinois 143, 
one-half mile east of Marine. 

She was driving east when a Klassic 


camper trailer came loose from an 
plants approaching Ford pickup truck and veered 
sed to into her 1990 Nissan Sentra. 


Her civil lawsuit names the driver of the 
truck, John W. Miller, and his towing-service 
employer, Jay Greer of Body Buster Auto 
Sales in East Alton; Troy powing and Storage 
Inc. of Marine, where Miller picked up the 
camper trailer just before the crash; and 
Dutton-Lainson Co. of Hastings, Neb., the 
manufacturer of the trailer coupler. 

Several attorneys are working on the case, 
which really bre; down into two parts: 
alleged negligence regarding the party who 
hooked up the trailer and whether the trailer 
coupler was defective from the start. 

The suit alleges that Miller was speedin; 
and that the trailer combination was unsafe, 
mismatched and defective, causing it to 
uncouple. Miller’s employer had asked him to 
retrieve the camper tr; rat the request of 
an Alton woman who owned it.

The coupler is the unit that fastens over the 
trailer hitch ball, providing a clamped link 
between the trailer and the vehicle pulling it. 

Attorneys said the device came off the 
trailer hitch ball when Miller hit a bump in 
the road, about a mile from the Marine 
towing yard. 

Stayduhar’s attorney, Greg Becker of 
Granite City, said in his opening statement 
that Dutton-Lainson knew about problems 
with the trailer coupler for the last 30 years 
and dealt with them internally. 

He said the only warnings about the 
couplers are contained in the boxes in which 
they are sold, although 95 percent of the 
couplers go directly to trailer manufacturers 
‘‘who take them out of the box, weld them 








onto the trailer and sell them to consumers’’

A group of St. Louis teens 
last month found out just how 
easy it is to buy cigarettes. 


In 
conjunc- 
the St. 

Louis Department of Health 
and Hospitals, the 40 youths hit 
local businesses in a weekend 
blitz April 17 and 18. They 
found nearly half of the 100 
vendors, ranging from small 
gas stations to grocery stores, 
would sell to them even though 
they were under age 18. 

Since 1995, it has been illegal 
to sell cigarettes to people 
under the age of 18 in 
Missouri. But that doesn’t stop 
teens from getting their hands 
on them. 

In fact, some 3,000 young 
people start smoking every 
day, according to national 
figures. 

‘Another Study found that up 
to 40 percentof high school 
students in M\ssouri reported 
being current smokers. 


Details about the informal 
check will be unveiled during a 
rally against teen smoking 
from 3 to 5 p.m. May 30 in 
Kiener Plaza. ‘‘The Great St 
Louis Smoke Scream”’ involves 
school children as well as a 
number of local leaders, 
including St. Louis Mayor 
Clarence Harmon, city schools 
Superintendent Cleveland 
Hammonds and B.T. Rice, 
president of the St. Louis

“Tt’s definitely a concern,” 
Harrington said. 

“The concern is for the 
teenagers. Not only does it 
lead to risky behavior, but it 
can lead to serious health 
problems, too.”’

We've all known that 
certain someone wha 
knows color; what goes 
with this and that, what 
clashes, and what.doesn’t. 
This talent can make or 
break a garden. If you're 
not one with this particular 
talent and just toss color 
down anywhere, you can 
be missing out. 


The color of your garden 
should complement the 
house, not clash with it. 
Those with gray or beige 
houses have things a little 
easier, since almost 
anything goes with them. 
But if your house is 
accented with colorful 
trim, things can get more 
tricky. You'll want appro- 
priate colors in your 4 
garden. For example, red is 
a direct complement of — 
green. Red geraniums will 
create a pleasing effect 
with a green house. 


There are four groups of 
colors. They are analogous, 
complementary, triadic and 
monochromatic. Purchas- 
ing a color wheel will give 
you a better idea of all this, 
since it’s tough to describe 
color accurately in black 
and white type. Reading 
around a basic color wheel, 
the colors go from red to 
orange to yellow to green 
to blue to violet and back 
to red. 


An analogous color 
scheme uses colors that 
are next to each other on 
the color wheel. For an 
analogous harmony, you 
can start anywhere on the 
color wheel and go forward 
or backward to geta 
harmonious scheme. 


A complementary color 
scheme uses colors that 
are directly opposite each 
other on the color wheel: 
For example red and green, 
orange and blue. Some 
very striking uses of color 
can be made with 
complements. 


An unusual, but very 
attractive idea is to use 
three colors that are of 
equal distance from each 
other on the wheel. For 
example, yellow, red and 


blue form a triadic 
harmony. This color 
scheme will give you more 
color and the opportunity 
to have a greater variety of 
plants. 


A monochromatic color 
scheme means that all the 
flowers are the same color 
or lighter and/or darker 
shades of the same color. 
Examples are red, pink and 
burgundy impatiens. 


It’s a well-known fact that 
colors affect people in 
different ways. Red and 
yellow are considered 
attention-getters and they 
usually get it. Flashing red 
lights are always noticed. 
Ever see a fire truck that's 
not red or yellow? 


Yellow is a good color fér 
caution areas, such as 
garden borders. Whenever 
you want anything to stand 
dut, pick yellow, it usually 
works. 


For a calming color, the 
vast majority vote for blue. 
Using blue in the garden 
can Create a restful, 
peaceful oasis from the 
everyday world. It’s also a 
great accent color with 
bright pink or yellow and is 
a direct complement of 
orange. 


Green is considered 
restful to the eyes. Allow- 
ing plenty of foliage to be 
seen and admired is very 
beneficial to any garden. 


White gives the feeling of 
cleanliness, purity and 
precision. 


So have a go at using 
some of these color 
schemes. You can turn 
your garden into a paradise 
of beauty and harmony.

Scroll saw leaves the realm 


You’ve probably noticed how many craft and 
project plans. call for intricate scroli cuts. 

‘That's why most experienced hobbyists and 
home craftspeople know it’s essential to have a 
gond ood scroll saw. For every project and craft, 

om holiday knickknacks to elaborate gun 
racks, using a scroll saw is the best way to 
jachieve the detailed, curved cuts these projects 
‘require. 

There are now variable speed scroll saws 
available that combine professional features 
and a low price. These saws provide 
craftspeople and hobbyists the added 
versatility of cutting a wide range of work 
materials from metals and plastics to all kinds 
of wood. 

Variable speed scroll saws are so valuable to 
hobbyists because many of today’s craft 
hobby projects require cutting several diffe 
types of materials. These different materials 

l for different cutting speeds. For example, 
wood needs a higher saw speed than that for 
metal or plastic. 

Using a variable speed scroll saw is easy, 
but it helps to know some of the basics. To 
match the blade and speed to the project, 
several variables must be considered. Material 
type, workpiece thickness, material feed rate, 
blade type and teeth-per- inch, and most 
importantly, saw speed, are critical to achieve 
good results. With most projects, factors such 
as material type and thickness are dictated to 





the craftsperson by the project being worked 
on. By combining the right blade and blade 
speed, a smooth cut .xequiring no additional 
finish work can be le every time, all with 
just one tool. 

First, match the pepper. blade. to the project. 
When selecting a blade, consider the type of 
material-to be cut and what type of cut is 
desired, such as a straight, bevel or intricate 
scroll cut. For Projects requiring fine cuts in 
many different directions, use a spiral blade. 
This type of blade has teeth all around and can 
cut in any direction without turning the 
workpiece. For Projects requiring metal 
cutting, use a metal piercing blade. Pin-end 
blades are very durable multipurpose blades, 
while plain-end blades are best for extremely 
intricate cuts because the blade has a very 
narrow width and thickness. Most scroll saws 
on the market accept either pin. or plain-end 
blades, but not both. 

Once a blade has been selected, the 
craftsperson should match the correct cutting 
speed with the material. Different project 
materials have different densities and 
properties that require a range of saw speeds 
and material feed rates. Ignoring these 
differences will only result in damaged work 
material, broken blades and a poor finished 

ige. 

Selecting the proper saw speed can 
sometimes be a tricky process. It’s logical to

think that soft woods and plastics would 
require the same blade speed, because each is 
easy to cut. Just the opposite is true. When 
cutting plastics, a slower speed — around 300 
to 350 strokes per minute — should be used. 
Higher blade speeds melt the plastic, allowing 
it to weld back together behind the blade. 
Because softwoods are quite porous, faster 
speeds of around 1,600 to 2,000 SPM can be 
used 

When workitig on projects requiring metal 
cutting, blade breakage can become a problem 
Too fast a blade speed causes the blade to heat 
up, lose its hardness and break prematurely 
The variable speed scroll saw solves this 
problem. With a blade speed of about 500 to 750 
SPM, craftspeople can cut metal without 
breaking blades. 

A similar problem when cutting hardwoods 
also is caused by blade heatup. By cutting 
hardwoods with too high a saw speed, the 
blade heats up, causing burns to the workpiece. 

Today's variable speed scroll saws offer a 
range of price and features that make them 
excellent tools for weekend do-it-yourselfers 
and home workshops. For example, one of the 
best buys is Dremel’s Model 1695 Variable 
Speed Scroll Saw. Priced at around $260, it 
offers many of the features you would expect 
to find on saws costing twice as much 

A durable base and quality construction 
ensures that the scroll saw will perform with

minimal vibration and will be reliable for 
years. Dremel’s 1695 features a solid cast-iron 
base, which allows for vibration-free operation, 
and it can be mounted directly to the benchtop 
or to a freestanding base to save cherished 
table space. 


Selecting the correct saw speed will become 
intuitive to the operator. Most saws on the 
market feature a speed dial to gauge saw 
speed. On some saws, like Dremel’s 1695 
Variable Speed Scroll Saw, all guesswork has 
been eliminated with a digital LED readout 
that allows the user to quickly dial in the 
correct saw speed for any given project 


Many craft projects call for very exact bevel 
cuts. On variable speed scroll saws this is no 
problem.
